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Front to Defeat Hitler 


AN EDITORIAL 


Tu MAIN issue confronting the country today is: 
Shall the overwhelming desire of the people to defeat Hitler 
prevail? Or shall a tiny minority of Lindberghs and other friends of 


Hitler be permitted to frustrate and disrupt the people’s united will? 


That Lindbergh speaks for only a tiny minority of the popula- 
tion was recorded by the Gallup poll last Sunday. 

Furthermore, while the Gallup poll has gotten a deserved reputa- 
tion of uureliability on a number of issues in the past months, some 
facts are so glaring that even this poll must register them. These facts, 
in last Sunday’s Gallup Survey, throw considerable light on the supreme 
national issue and are of general interest to everyone. Indeed, they are 
so obvious that not even such appeasers as Hearst, Wheeler and Lind- 
bergh have disputed hem. 


But neither have the full meaning of these facts been grasped by 
the anti-fascist camp. What does this poll reveal? 

First: It records that an overwhelming majority of the people 
want the Soviet Union to defeat Nazi Germany. The statistics show 
72 per cent in favor of a Soviet victory and only four per cent in favor 
of victory for Hitler. 


Secondly: The American people haven’t been fooled by the false 
claims of Hitler and his friends here that he was engaged in a so-called 
Holy war against Communism.” The fact that 65 per cent of Catholics 
and 74 per cent of Protestants—a clear majority of both—want the 

Union to win shows that the people the Soviets as up- 
the cause of world freedom against Nazi domination. 


Thirdly: The majority of all income groups in the country are 
united upon the question. Seventy two per cent in the upper ‘income 
brackets wanted the Soviet Union to win, 73 per cent in the middle in- 
come brackets and 72 per cent in the lower income brackets. It is, 
therefore, not just one section of the population that favors a Soviet 
triumph, but a majority of the population in all sections. 

Fourth: Although vitally important, it is not so much where the 
people stand as it is the reason for their stand. Take a sample reason 
quoted by the Poll itself: 

Nussia is not imperialistic, but Germany is. Russia, even if she 
won, would not invade the United > 0 whereas Germany probably 

would.” 

The American people clearly want the Soviet Union to win 
because they realize that the security and national interest of the 
country are at stake. They recognize that a victory of the Soviet 
and British peoples is their éictory. They are learning that the So- 
viet Union can become their ally in which they can have confidence 
and trust. 

Fifth: In registering the fact that the great majority of the people want a 
Soviet victory, the poll shows that the Lindbergh appeasers speak for only four per 
cent of the population. But this four per cent has powerful resources and is gaining 
strength because of the weakness of the anti-fascist forces. Its reactionary power 
should not be underestimated.

Ae the poll showed definitely that the people want the Soviet Union to defeat 
Hitler, it showed a majority also that felt the Soviet Union would not win. Here it 
recorded that 47 per cent believed that Hitler would win, with 22 per cent believing the 
Soviet Union would win, 8 per cent predicting a stalemate and 23 per cent with no 
opinions. 

Why do the majority of the people feel ‘that their desires for a Soviet victory 
over fascism cannot be achieved? The extent to which this feeling prevails—and it does 
prevail—is because the people see the appeasers and the friends of Hitler united. They 
do not see the anti-fascist forces united behind a common program. They do not see 
Congress giving effect to the will of the majority. They don’t see the Administration's 
pledges of full aid to the Soviet and British peoples wane carried out with the rapid- 
ity and adequacy that the situation demands. 

The people don’t see the anti-fascist forces united into a single national front, not 
only against Hitler and Hitlerism, but against Hitler’s friends and spokesmen at home. 
The people still see the Lindberghs, Wheelers, Norman Thomases, and Hoovers growing 
more bold in their policy that there should be no Western Front against Hitler in order 
that Hitler can isolate his victims and smash them one by, one. The people are disturbed 
because the continued imprisonment of the great anti-fascist leader Earl Browder is an 
attempt to appease the appeasers. They see that certain sections of the anti-fascist 
forces are failing to meet the so-called red-baiting campaign which is 2 to split 


the anti-fascist movement. 
* * * = 


ROM this poll is indicated what is needed for the masses to accomplish their desires 
—national unity to secure the effective cooperation of all sectors of the population 
who are opposed to Hitlerism. It is absolutely clear that conditions exist and the time 
is ripe for a national anti-fascist front. The main necessity is the leadership and the 
desire to establish it. 

Above all, what is needed is the initiative and bold coming forward of labor to 
take the leadership. The trade unions have ten million organized workers. No other 
group of the population is organized ten million strong. And no other group, if organ- 
ized at all, is united in the solid compact mass that labor is. The mere fact that labor 
took the lead in expressing its own will, which coincides with the will of the great 
majority of the population, would rally the country.

2) With every hour.and every mile the German lines of com- 
munications are getting longer and those of the Red Army are 
getting sborter and more compact. 

3) With every hour and every mile the advanced thrusts of the 
Germans behind the Soviet fortified zone becor e more and more 
vulnerable, spectacular as their dashes might appear. They are 
getting more and more into the thick of it.” 

4) With every mile and every hour a troublesome and fighting 
rear grows behind the Germans while the Soviet rear consolidates 
itself still more under the hammer blows of the war.

The fight against Fascism * 
on two fronts—at home and 
abroad. In order to help the 
struggle against Fascism abroad 
we must intensify our fight to 
defeat it here, by keeping every 
right of labor, including the right 
to strike, and by preserving the 
civil rights and liberties of all. 

We propose, as a concrete pro- 
gram for our industry, the fol- 
lowing: 

1—No more sales and transfers 
of American ships, and the re- 
turn of ships already transferred 
back under the American flag. 
This will give us the jobs to which 
we are entitled and will provide 
the means for our government to 
the pledged support to 
those countries fighting Fascism. 

2—American Union crews are to 
= used in manning all American

merchant ships, including those 
now operated by ‘government 
agencies. The best fighters against 
Fascism. are union members, and 
the manning of our merchant 
marine by anti-fascist crews will 
be our best guarantee that the 
merchant marine will be used 
against, and not for, Fascism. 

3—Recognition of union con- 
tracts on vessels taken over by 
the government or its agencies. 
We insist upon this basic trade 
union right, since any fght 
against Fascism must recognize 
this principle. 

4—We insist that the govern- 
ment force every steamship oper- 
ator to obey and live up to the 
laws of the land. Those oper- 
ators who refuse to recognize the 
right of workers to collective bar- 
gaining, the decisions of the 


NLRB and safety-at-sea regula- 
tions shall have their vessels 
taken over by the government, 
and if necessary operated by the 
government in the best interest 
of all. 

5—We insist that the United 
States Maritime Commission re- 
vise its bitter anti-labor policy. 
We insist they remove all stool 
pigeons from their service and 
that labor representatives, select- 
ed by the marine unions, replace 
them. Participation of labor on 
the Commission will insure that 
the Commission will be operated 
in the best interest of all. 

6—We insist that there shall be 
no repetition of the profiteering 
of 1917. We are willing to do our 
share to help Britain and the 
Soviet Union smash Fascism, but 
we do not intend to permit profit- 


eering at our expense. 

T—We finally insist that Amer- 
ican crews, manning American 
ships and carrying aid to any 
people fighting Fascism shall be 
given the fullest possible protec- 
tion by the government from all 
hazards. The payment of war 
bonuses and war insurance must 
be improved and paid for by the 
shipowners and the government. 

If the American Merchant Ma- 
rine is to be made strong, if our 
jobs, union wages and conditions, 
civil rights and democratic insti- 
tutions are to be maintained, and 
if world fascism is to be defeated, 
thereby guaranteeing 3 free 
America, we believe this program 
must be adopted. We declare to 
the American people that we will 
contribute our full share in this 
fight. 


A Foremost Progressive Force in

CLEVELAND, July 17. — Dele- 
gates of the Third Biennial Con- 
vention of the National Maritime 
Union now scattering to the 
“Seven Seas,” are carrying with 


them a program and impressions 


that will go a long way toward 
promoting progressive unionism 
in the world and to rallying labor 
as the main force in this critica! 
battle for the security of the 
United States. 


The Union, the first to hold a 
national convention and take a 
stand, since Hitler launched the 
attack upon the Soviet Union, has 
sounded the call for a struggle 
against Hitlerism as the princi- 
pal task before all labor today. 
The policies expressed in sixty- 
odd resolutions, some of which 
are reprinted on this page, out- 
line the relationship between the 
fight on Hitlerism and the every- 
day needs of the seamen. Un- 
doubtedly, the policies outlined 
indicate a course that all labor 
will take. 

Watching the proceedings of 
the dynamic eight-day conven- 
tion one is above all struck by 
the high degree of active partici- 
pation by the delegates and their 
keen observation of every detail 
so that nothing slipped by them. 
This reporter has attended nu- 
merous conventions of trade 
unions. This one, unique in char- 
acter, far more interesting than 


any, really expressed the collec-- 


tive effort of all the 400 delegates. 
MUCH DIFFERENT 


For example: The conventions “ 


6f the International Ladies Gar- 


ment Workers or of the Amalga-_ 


mated Clothing Workers were 99 
per cent “platform conventions.” 
The bulky proceedings will prove 


that approximately that percent- 


age consisted of speeches of the 
top officials and invited guests. 
All you have from the floor ‘s 
several questions and two or 
three cases where rank and file 
delegates succeeded in getting 
recognition for a speech. 

There are other cases of con- 
ventions at which in two weeks 
of deliberations not one contro- 
versial question reaches the floor. 
In still others, everything is cut 
and dried in caucuses with the 
bulk of the delegates out sight- 
seeing. Also, it is a tradition re- 
actionaries in trade unions have 
long nurtured, that to be a dele- 
gate to a convention is a reward 
and an opportunity to spend the 
heavy per diems in a strange city. 

The NMU's was a working con- 
vention. There wasn't a single 
afternoon off and there were

some evening sessions. It met 
through Saturday and Sunday. 
The per diem for all was just $5. 
was just one case of 
drunkenness — on the first day 
When President Curran ordered 
the brother “out until he sobers 
up.” There wasn't one case of 
even a personal quarrel. The 
roll call was nearly 100 per cent 
at every session. 

A tribute to the seriousness and 
orderly character of the conven- 
tion was paid to the NMU by the 
spokesman of the hotel owners 
was earlier difficult to 
convince to accept the NMU con- 
vention. He said it stood above 
all others in this respect. 


FREE DISCUSSION 


The majority of the delegates 
spoke before the convention at 
least once. Most frequently it 
was around controversial ques- 
tions dealing with shipping rules, 
which governs the rotary hiring 
system through the union hall: 
on changes in the constitution 
and other type of proposals that 
had relation to the life of the 
seamen on board or ashore. 


Characteristic of many speeches 
was their opening: “My crew in- 
structed me.“ or We discussed 
this at a ship meeting.” The for- 
mal convention was eight days, 
but for weeks earlier crews had 
been holding meetings. They 
went over the constitution, ship- 
ping rules, and debated many 
proposals that were due to come 
up. This was reflected in the 
600 resolutions that came before 
the resolutions committee and 
many more that were referred to 
other committees. 

I asked one of the delegates 
why it is that the seamen show 
a degree of activity that-is so 
much higher than conventions of 
other organizations. 

“Seamen as a general rule have 
more to say than others,” he said, 
“Khey see so much. They are 
together all the time, argue, talk 
and read a lot. In the past the 
main subject of discussion used 
to be women and things like that. 
Since the NMU was formed they 
talk more about matters of gen- 
eral social and political nature 
and of matters that relate to 
their working conditions. 

“rhese men are he wires, 
elected directly from the ships— 
people whe oh their own initiative 
deal with many difficulties that a 
crew has during a trip. Seamen 
can't call up a representative of 
the union every time there is a 
beef complaint. A belpless man 
just doesn't fit in our picture very 
well,” 

A total of 266 ships were repre- 
sented directly by one or more 


delegates. The seamen certainly 
went to town in the discussions. 
Perhaps the most interesting dis- 
cussion came on the snipping 
rules. The speeches spring di- 
rectly from the numerous prob- 
lems @ seaman confronts. The 
seamen displayed a remarkable 
ability to state the root of a ques- 
tlon with one or two minute 
speeches. That is why probably 
150 speeches were made on just 
the shipping rules. There was no 
effort by anyone to display fancy 
oratory or to pick extraordinary 
words. This has long ago been 
made unpopular among the sea- 
men and meets with the “ras- 


These speeches made the micro- 
phone sound like a machinegun. 


_ They were often punctuated with 


a very high-feeling. One who 
just dropped in on such discys- 
sion would imagine that the NMU 
is torn to pieces with differences 
of opinion. But these debates 
proved the exact contrary--that 
the NMU is so solid that such dis- 
cussions could take place in its 
ranks without fear that “phonies” 
could take advantage of them. On 
all fundamental questions the vote 
was practically unanimous. In 
fact the heated discussions were 
largely due to unclarity on pro- 
posals. When properly explained 
opponents announced their 
change of mind. 


SOLID, UNITED 


The reporters of the capitalist 
press had their eyes open for only 
one. -thing—dissension. They at 
least received the expulsion of 
one former strong-arm man of a 
shipowner-inspired godn squad, 
and the exposure of J. J. Doyle, 
of the SS Ancon, who operated as 
a spy for the ousted wreckers. 
The stories went wild on just 
these two characters. ‘The truth, 
however, is this: There were per- 
haps a half-dozen delegates there 
in all who could be classed as 
strictly phonies; Perhaps another 
dozen revealed themselves as un- 
stable in their opinions so that 
they were potential tools of the 
regular phonies. The rest of 
the 400 delegates couldn't be 
dynamited into opposition to the 
present administration. No union 
administration in the United 
States could let its elections go 
as free—at hundreds of ships and 
36 ports—and get as solid 

of confidence. 

The convention was no “free- 
for-all” by any means. It repre- 
sented a free e under 
guidance of the union’s leaders. 
Curran, Fred (Blackie) Myers, 
Howard McKenzie, Jack Lawren- 
son, the fleld organizers; treasurer 
M. Hedley Stone and secretary 
Ferdinand Smith frequently en- 


tered a discussion to clear up con- 
fusion. 

Another striking feature at the 
convention was the large number 
of first line leaders that have 
come up from the ranks. A large 
number of those have been sin- 
gled out by Curran in his closing 
speech. Some of those are port 
agents or patrolmen. Others still 
work on ships. Among the latter 
there are many who shift from 
one unorganized ship to another, 
sacrificing better conditions just 
to organize for the NMU. 

A number of these newly devel- 
oped leaders have to combine the 
quality of being able to defend 
the union hall against the ever- 
presemt danger of an invasion by 


“goon squads” of the ousted wreck- 


ers, and of being able to solve the 
numerous problems that come up 
every time a ship docks or de- 
parts. If the port happens to be 
below the Mason and Dixon Line, 
the test is still more severe. For 
example, there is James Marrell, 
port agent of Houston; K. K. 
Owens, port agent of Galveston 
or J. Rose, port agent of New Or- 
leans. These men had to hold 
their ports in face of gun-men 


Women are employed in consider- 
able number in the steward de- 
partments of some lines and there 


are a large number in the NMU. 


There were a few delegates from 
women's auxiliary branches which, 
however, are still a small factor. 
President Curran stressed the 
need of greater effort for such 
auxiliaries (for wives and women 
relatives of seamen) as they would 
heip bring a closer relationship 
between the seamen and com- 
munities: They would undoubtedly 
also promote an atmosphere more 
‘attractive for stewardesses. '

The right of the workers to 
strike, civil liberties, and social 
standards, must be maintained 
and extended. Only on such @& 
basis can the forces of Fascism 
and reaction be defeated. The 
suppression of these fundamental} 
principles in our own country wil 
add fuel to the fires of Fascism 
now raging throughout the world, | 

Therefore, as a trade union,

Harry Van Arsdale, Jr., business 
manager of Local 3 of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, AFL, yesterday declared 
the Brotherhood of Consolidated Ed- 
ison Employes “exists only because 
it serves the interests of the Con- 
solidated Edison Co. to have a pup- 
pet union in the field” and that this 
“company union” ought to be called 


the “Brotherhood of Consolidated 


Charley McCarthys.” 

Van Arsdale’s blast at the Edison 
union followed a report that mem- 
bers of that organization had met 
in Central High School, 42nd St. 
and Third Ave., yesterday afternoon 
to protest a threatened strike of 
250,000 construction workers voted 
last week by the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council. 

Following is Van Arsdale’s state- 
ment: 

“Every trade union in New York 
knows that the Edison union is not 
a bona fide union and that it exists 
only because it serves the interests 
of the Consolidated Edison Co. to 
have puppet union in the field. 
Whawver necessary, this alleged 
unn is trotted out by the Edison 
executives in order to befuddle the 
issue. If this company dominated 
union were properly named, it would 
be called the Brotherhood of Con- 
golidated Charlie McCarthys. 

MISLEADING MANEUVER 

“The brotherhood's threat to 
mack- out New York in the event 
that the company restores work on 
the waterside plant to members of 
local 3, is simply a maneuver de- 
signed to mislead the public.

Lindbergh Still Has Nazi 
Medal, Ickes Points Out 


Charges Appeaser Preaches Disunity Which

(UP).—Secretary of Interior 


Harold L. Ickes said today that if Charles A. Lindbergh 
was an “outstanding American” he would have returned the 
decoration which he received from the German government 
“long ago regardless of how, when or where he got it“

Ickes’ statement was made at 
press conference in response to 
queries about a letter which Lind- 
bergh wrote to President Roosevelt. 
In the letter, Lindbergh offered to 
submit to a Presidential investiga- 
tion what he described as Ickes’ 
charges that he might be connected 
“with the interests of a foreign 
government.” 

“I have never said at any time 
that he was connected with the in- 
terest of a foreign government,” the 
secretary said, “but I have said that 
he has gone about the country 
preaching appeasement and disunity 
which is in the interests of a for- 
eign government, namely Germany.” 

Asked if his opinion of Lindbergh 
would change if the latter returned 
his German decoration to that gov- 
ernment, Ickes said:

“I'd think a whole lot better of 
him even though it is a little late.” 

WASHINGTON, July 17 (UP).— 
Charles A. Lindbergh's request that 
President Roosevelt investigate the 
filer's alleged “foreign connections 
today brought an indirect White 
House reply that he was seeking 
publicity. 

Presidential Secretary Stephen T. 
Early said that Lindbergh's letter 
was directed more to the press than 
to the President.

Testimony at 


Thomas Trial 


Denial of Charge He 
Stabbed Policeman 


An eyewitness in the case of 
Reginald Thomas testified in court 
yesterday that the former Harlem 
organizer for the Internationa] La- 
bor Defense was not the man who, 
on ‘the night of July 12, 1936, 
stabbed Patrolman Daniel Dolan. 

Another testified that the street 
meeting at which the fight occurred 
was coriducted by an organization 
which was said to have an all- 
Negro, anti-white program. This 
witness also said he had overheard 
a conversation among police officers 
in which a description of the as- 
sallant did not fit the defendant. 

A third eyewitness said the or- 
ganization in question had tried to 
“drive the Italians out of Harlem.” 

The prosecution is trying to prove 
that the meeting in question was 
under Communist auspices and that 
Thomas, a “Communist,” stabbed 
Patrolman Dolan. 

WAS NOT’ THOMAS 

A Mrs. Hunt, who lived in the 
vicinity of an Italian restaurant, the 
window of which was broken dur- 
ing the street meeting, said the 
man she saw struggling with the 
patrolman positively was not” the 
defendant Thomas. 

John Pearson, 322 Lenox Ave. 
testified that only the anti-white 
organization held meetings at 127th 
St. and Lenox Ave. during those 
days. That was ‘their corner,’,” 
he said. 

Questioning by the defense tend- 
ed to show that Thomas as an or- 
ganizer for the ILD could not be 
a participant in a meeting spon- 
sored by an organization with a 
program directly contrary to that 
of the ILD.

In giving the workers good wage in- 
creases and other important improvements, 
the award shows that the union had ample 
grounds for its recent bus strike and that 
the sole issue was the protection of the liv- 
ing conditions of the workers and their fami- 
lies. 

It is obvious that the good terms of the 
award are themselves the result not only of 
the justness of the union’s demands but also 
of the determination of the union to struggle 
for the rights of its members. 

The award also throws light on the pres- 
ent negotiations between the TWU and the 
city in connection with the subway workers. 
For it demonstrates that the TWU is a com- 
pletely responsible union concerned with the 
welfare of the workers. And the welfare of 
any section of the workers is bound up with 
the welfare of the general public as a whole. 
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Statistics That Serve 
No Good Purpose 


* The War Department has just issued 
some statistics on the number of man-days 
lost during this year as a result of strikes in 
defense industries. 

Such statistics are misleading and serve 
no good purpose. 

The important thing is: were the strikes 
justified and who was responsible for them? 
An examination of these strike struggles 
will show that they were generally the last- 
resort actjon taken by unions in view of the 
rising cost of living and rising profits and 
because of the stubborn refusal of the em- 
ployer to bargain in a reasonable manner. 

The American people, and labor in par- 
ticular, are concerned with the production 
of materials with which to destroy Hitler- 
ism. That is why they would appreciate 
some figures from the War Department as 
to the real source of production delays: such 
as monopoly control of prices, monopoly- 


controlled bottle-necks and monopoly refusal - 


to produce until it obtains’ its price. The 
public would also like to see some figures 
from the War Department on how many 
man-days are lost through the present mass 
unemployment totaling about 10,000,000. 

As a matter of fact, production has in- 
creased during the past year—along with 
the increase in trade union strength. This 
shows that unionism is no obstacle to pro- 
duction. On the contrary, powerful unions 
and good working conditions are an essential 
to an increase in production.

Red Fleet Describes Beatrice 9 Nazi

DESCRIBE BATTLE 

“What the fascist monsters succeeded 
in accomplishing when occupying Nor- 
way, they failed to carry out, and for 
that matter never will succeed in carry- 
ing out, on the Soviet coast.

3. Unless the Cleveland Indians make a sharp right about face 
beginning in last night’s game at Cleveland and carrying through at a 
hot pace, they will be giving a ball club like the Yanks too much of a 
lead to overcome and the race in the American League will be all but 
over. The present margin of six behind (prior to last night's game), 
is hardly an insurmountable one for this stage of the season, but it 
can't be allowed to get any higher. Not with Di Maggio healthy.
